ASIATICS ARE HEAVILY ARMED 


Canada Must Pay Indemnity and 


Apologize to Japan—Britain's 


Difficult Task. 


Va«couver, B. C-, Sept. 10—Van- 


couver today awaits in tear and trem - 
bling the outcome or the anti-Orien- 
talist crisis, 
precipitated Saturday, 


when a white 
mob wrecked 50 or 


more Japanese and -Chinese stores. 
The Asiatics are going about the city 
today armed with revolvers, arid pre- 
pared to resist any further demon- 
strations against them. 
The Orien- 


tals employed in the mills have stop- 
ped work and taken 
refuge in the 


quarter occupied by .their country- 
men, where they are preparing to 
•unite in opposing any further attacks 
that may be made. Bloodshed sure- 
ly will follow if the white population 
makes any movement 
against 
the 


foreign quarters. 


/ "Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 10.—There 


Is renewed apprehension of further 
anti-Asiatic rioting here, and all day 
Japanese and Chinese crowded the 
local gun shops to buy firearms and 
ammunition. 
They declare they -will 


defend their lives and property. In 
case the oriental quarter is again at- 
tacked it is feared that there will be 
bloodshed, for the Japanese and Chi- 
nese are thoroughly aroused and are 
convinced that the police are power- 
less to protect them. The police have 
notified the, gun stores to cease selling 
'firearms to any one until such time as 
all possibility of further outbreaks 
had passed. Before the order was is- 
sued several hundreds of Chinese and 
Japanese had armed themselves. All. 
Chinese and Japanese in domestic ser- 
vice, of whom hundreds are employed- 
In Vancouver, have stopped work and 
have been forced by the threats of 
-itheir countrymen to act as port-of the- 
defensfve guard. 


Orientals employed in the mills 


have also stopped 
work and have 


taken refuge in the quarter occupied 
by their countrymen, where they are 
preparing to assist in opposing any 
further attacks that may be made. 
Two hundred special policemen were 
sworn in, and there is talk of calling 
out the militia. There is little doubt 
that this will be done in case the riot- 
ing is renewed. Peeling all over the 
city runs high and another attack is 
likely to occur at any time. . So far 
there have been no fatalities, although 
several of those injured in Saturday 
night's riots are in a serious condition. 


Four attacks were made upon the 


oriental quarters Saturday night and 
much damage was done. The Chinese 
merchants, and others promptly fled, 
but the Japanese opposed the mob and 
fought valiantly to protect their prop- 
erty. Anti-oriental orators on the 
street corners addressed the people 
and hundreds joined the rioters. 
A 


dozen Japanese -who had just arrived 
.were attacked on the Canadian Pacific 
railway wharves and thrown into the 
•water, but all were rescued. 
During 


the disturbance a number of Japanese 
•were seriously injured and several 
white men were stabbed. 


The heavy influx of Japanese immi- 


gration began shortly after the war 
with Russia. This immigration, rein- 
forced by that from India, assumed 
such large proportions as to seriously 
threaten 
the labor situation, and 


brought about the organization of so- 
called Asiatic exclusion leagues and a 
demand for the enactment of a law 
similar to that which regulates the 
Asiatic immigration into the Natal 
colony. 
According to secret reports, 


the British Northwest labor supply for 
the salmon fisheries and canneries is 
now largely Japanese, who are dis- 
placing the white and Indian labor 
formerly employed. 


INDEMNITY 


Will Be Paid by Canada to Japan. 


New Treaty. 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 10.—The ceneral 


opinion in official circles is that Can- 
ada will have to pay indemnity and 
apologize to Japan for damages caused 
by the Vancouver riots, to pacify the 
Japanese in that city. Regret is ex- 
pressed that the outbreak should have 
taken place at a time when the Jap- 
anese immigration question .was ail 
but solved between the governments 
of Canada and Japan. Hon. R. W. 
Scott, secretary of state, in an inter- 
view said that the treaty between 
Canada and Japan ratified by the Can- 
adian parliament at its last session 
was perfectly clear as to the rights of 
the Japanese in Canada. The domin- 
ion government has made good prog- 
ress in the direction of making an ami- 
cable 
arrangement with Japan re- 


stricting Japanese 
immigration to

come, and it is hoped here that the 
disturbance will in no way interfere 
with the negotiations. 


Britain's Difficult Task. 


London, Sept 10.-—The news of the 


attacks on Japanese and Chinese at 
Vancouver, British Columbia, did not 
surprise the colonial and foreign office 
officials here, who had long feared an 
outbreak against the Asiatics in*west 
ern Canada, but they have the great 
est confidence In the ability of the 
Canadians to suppress the present dis- 
turbance and protect aliens. 
At the 


came time the officials realize that a 
most serious problem has arisen, par- 
ticularly as the feeling appears to be 
strongest against the subjects of Greal 
Britain's eastern ally, and that it will 
require most careful handling, for 
whatever action is taken is likely to 
be resented either by the colony or by 
Japan.

JAPS TO INVADE U. 8. 


. Bangor, Me., Sept. 10.—Thousands 
pf Japanese veterans are in the Mexi- 
pan states bordering the United States 
.equipped with guns and secretly or- 
ganized in readiness to gather and in- 
vade this country on short 
notice 


. This startling statement is made by 
'F. R. Gurnsey, editor of the Mexican 
Herald of the City of Mexico, who is 
spending his summer in Maine. 


According, to Mr. Guernsey, Mexi- 


co's liberal immigration policy has en- 
abled the Japs to flock to that country 
in large numbers. An effort has been 
made, apparently, to settle veterans of 
the late war in the northern part of 
the country. In Sonora alone, he says, 
tere are more than 7^000 divided into 
goups, each with a superior officer in 
command. In some central 
Mexican 


cities there are now two 
Japanese 


generals, experienced and able to lead 
an invasion should war between this 
country and Japan make it desirable. 


"The Japs are there," 
says Mr. 


Guernsey, "ostensibly as laborers, but 
it is notorious that although they ar- 
rived under contract to work in the 
mines of northern Mexico, they have 
promptly deserted."
